Agrarian Reform* 



(F In writing upon this fubject, a few 
days ago, oar remarks were ohiefly dU 
reeled to the evil of permitting the 
agrioaiturt»l lands of the country to fell 
into the hands of speculators. Our pre- 
sent pnrpoBe is to deal with the land 
Bystem, and point out some improve- 
ments therein needed. Legislation ou 
this subjeot itself would preaent an in* 
terestiog study. The singular tenacity 
with which tho Government has hold 
on to the land, relaxing year by year 
little by little, proves how utter a stran- 
ger it is to the truo use of land and tho 
polioy which ought to be pursued in all 
new countries respecting tho distribution 
ot it amougst the settlers. During the 
first session of the .Legislative Council 
of the'noited Colony a tolerably liberal 
land Ordinance was adopted ; but, for 
gomo reason not satisfactorily explained, 
it never beoame law. There have been 
Bomo vague hints from Cabinet Minis- 
ters about not having the power to muke 
freo grants of land. But we aro un- 
willing to accept that proposition. Iu 
voting the Crown Salaries Act— an act 
which seoureB princely stipends to the 
Crown officors, or hoads ol Departments 
—we were understood to take over the 
Crown Lands with full power to deu! 
with ihera. Suoh, at least, was the bar- 
gain, as oxpressed by the Government 
and andersto' d by the people. The Co« 
lony has faithfully— perhaps too faith- 
fully — fulfilled its part of tho contract. 
Has the Cnwn failed, to carry out its 
part? It would seem so ; or else ihe 
people were gros-ly dJceived as to the 
conditions of the bargain. The people 
must have power to dispose of the pub

Democracy in Trouble* 

The Democratic party iu the Pacifio 
States appears to be fearfully exercised 
over the Chinose question at the prosont 
moment. The Demoorats are indeed 
inconsistency personified. Constituting a 
largo party of a great, nation inscribing 
upon. its banner "AlLmon were born freo 
and equal," they appoar determined to 



givo the lie to their national motto. Ac- 
cording to their creed tho negro is only 
fit to bo a slave, and the Asiatic is 
uufit to entor the United States. Up 
with the Fenians and down with the 
Africau aud Asiatic ! Southern Demo- 
cracy wus wont to look upon all labor 
as essentially degrading. Western De- 
mocracy would tnoblo labor by degrad- 
ing two important races— is terribly 
ularmod least it should bo polluted by 
Mongolian touch. As might bo oxpoct- 
ed the editor of tho Portland Herald is 
oarnestly dovoting himself to tho pats 
riotio work of writing down the two 
doipised races. In language far from 
choice ho portrays the Dative American 
or, perhaps, it would bo more proper to 
say tho Anglo-American, reduced to 
starvation and rags, all through Chinese 
labor. When called upon to take up 
arms in defonco ot bis country, " The 
half-starved devil," Buys our contem- 
porary, " would point to ibe heathen 
temples und dons of prosti'utiou, and 
leper houses, and tho row of filthy, stink- 
ing Chinese dens, and would say., thoro 
aro the pets oi tho Government ; there 
aro tho frugal people that support your 
pampered and rotten wealth ; call upon 
them to sustain your honor and your 
fling," Now, all this iB very sensational, 
and may catch a few silly, unthinking 
folk ; but surely thoro are not many 
who can be misled by suoh wretched 
dap-trap. Democracy ho'ds tho Asiatics 
to bo an inferior raco. They doubtless 



caloolated to promote the true interests 
of the Colony. Tbey moot have power 
to make free grants. Without this we 
have no right to expect settlors. The 
theory of making the public land* a source 
of direct revenue by the sale thereof to 
■peculators inflicts grevioua and fatal 
injury upon the country ; while that ,ot 
making them a source of direct revonuo 
by wringing the last dollar from the 
gettler in payment thereof is impolitic, 
cruel, and unjust. Let land bo frep as 
the air and water to all comers. Let it 
be proclaimed throughout the centers 
of population everywhere that every 
settler can have a free grant of, say, 
two hundred acres, and have it secured 
to him against all reverses under our ex- 
collent Homestead law. Instead of 
ouforciogthe old fogy notion of making 
people pay for the priviligo of taking up 
and cultivating tho public lands, lot the 
Government give thorn all they can use, 
nay, if need be, assist them for a year or 
two in establishing a home. Has our 
Government, has our poople, anything 
like a clear idea of the value of settlers ? 
The value of each European immigrant, 
even in the Atlantic States, has been esti- 
mated at $500 by American political 
eoonomiits. If that be so, we may well 
estimate the value of each settler count g 
into this Colony at $1,000. Yet with 
what ntter indifference the wholo subject 
is regarded by the Goverment and, it 
is to be feared, by the masses of the 
pooplo too. We are perleotly well 
aware that tho great bulk of tho readers 
of this journal will not road the preterit 
articlo through ; or it thoy do it will 
be with yawuiug indiffereuco. What 
care they for such iull matters ? lim- 
ing, commerce, politics, town lots, all 
have more or lees attraction ; but 
country land and clod- hopping havo no 
interest, no attraction for tho mass ol 
our pe >ple. Do these pooplo ever reflect 
that tb.ii dull and uninteresting business 
lies at the foundation of all assured 
prosperity 1 Minimi per se would never 
make a country. Commerce without a 
settled populavion could never flourish. 
Politios and town lots would not pos- 
sets very much interest or valuo unless 
backed by a iruifi) rural population 
Let our Government and 
BDd realizo the true- posiJ on of affairs, 
the inutility of ovt<ry other pursuit, so 
long us that which can alon, bo pro- 
ductive of permanent well- bem- is no- 
glo ti'd. L-l the Value ot Beyjemeat 
w til a view to iigricult urul development 
be appr oiatod, und let ^ very legitiiuto 
means bo employed towtrds lis prom,. 
Hon This we hold to bo too fir el una 
most important duty ol ourG^v eminent. 



ricun in many respects ; and especiully 
aro Uio inferior iu that very respect, 
which renders it highly improbable, in- 
deed impossible, that thoy will over en- 
danger American institutions, or, loust 
of all, make slaves of Americans, asour 
contemporary foolishly intimates. Ah 
we said iu a provious article, wo do not 
regard oven a very large inQux of 
Ohirieso as likely to injuriously in- 
terfere with white labour, much loss 
enslave it. There is in tho United 
States abundant room for five or six 
millions of Chinese without interfering 
with anybody. There aro avenues of 
labor and productive development in 
which the proud American scorns to 
tread, and which, if occupied by the 
cheaper labor of Asiatics, would add 
enormously to the national woulth, and 
iriBtead ot cheapening and dograding 
whiie, and especially skilled labour it 
would expand and elevate it, In fact, 
it is difficult to concoive of a more blind, 
narrow and un-American cry than that 
now being raised against tho expected 
Chinese immigration. As a party cry 
wo do not think it is likely to prove 
very successful Democracy will uover 
ride into the "White House" upon such 
a rickety hobby-horse as that.

A lady correspondent of tbe Sacra- 
mento Mecord, writing from Belfast, 
Ireland, has tho following rogarding the 
Giant's Causeway, the piotareB of which 
form a prominent feature in all our 
school geographies : 

Wo havo beou off some sixty miles 
north from this city, to soe ono of the 
most stupendously grand natural enri. 
osities in tho knowu world ; one that, 
"from a timo whereof tho memory of 
man runneth not to the contrary," 
savauis havo sought iu vain to account 
fur. Their research, cunning and learn* 
ing-have fuilod thorn, and thoy have 
stood upon tho Giant's Causoway, awe 
and wonder-struck mortals, thorn of 
their wisdom iu the presence of this 
groat handiwork of tho Almighty. 

This remarkablo promontory of colum- 
nar bnaalt is ou tho northern coast of 
tho island, in the county of Antrim, and 
lies betwoen Beugoro Head and Port 
Hunk. Upward of forty thousand hugo 
columriM oj ba&altic rock, five, six, and 
oven cight-sdod in form — beautifully 
cut and polished — are bore thrown to- 
gether, as though for some iusorutablo 
purpose, into fantasiio aud fanciful 
shapes. So nicely aro they fitted and 
joinod together, that even water will 
not penetrate bolsvoon the joints. At 
points these pillars assume the form of 
-tops, ascending, ono after the other, in 
regular order, as though inteuded us a 
stairway for tho fabled giant, in passing 
from floor to floor of his gorgeous 
palace, of which wo havo hero tho 
ruins. 

At another point we have the Lady's 
Chair, with tho back, arms and eveu 
tho footstool complete, as porhaps last 
used by his boiler half ; then, the 
Giant's Organ, with its massivo pipes, 
keyboards and stool, whero his highness 
was wout to sit aud shumo the very 
ocean waves into confusion with the 
thunder- like tones ^-his parlor instru- 
ment. Thoro aro two os.ves, which aro 
entired by boats from tho ocean. Tho 
first, Dunkerry — is about GOO feet iu 
length and 40 foet high, and the entrance 
much resembles n Gothio arch. The 
most peculiar tidal phenomenon, sq to 
speuk, is observedTn this, cave— lhat is, 
the rise and fall of the water within Ihe 
cavo Iu a Lody, in response to tho swoll 
of tho waves in tho ocean without, 
which i-* particularly heavy at tins point. 
As each wave rolls in toward the cave, 
tho water there rises slowly, at^times 
appearing as though ono cannot escapo 
being dashed against tho rocks overhead 
and drowned. This cavo possesses a 
splendid tcho, which repeats again and 
again, with surprising distinctness, tbo 
wards of ordinary convorsa ion. A 
pistol shot within those walls is said to 
produce a long-coutiuued efi'eot almost 
unt-oarablo. J .* 

It takes a pcr-on of moro than or- 
dinary nerve and determination to mako 
tho entrance to this cave ; and unloss 
the tourist possesses this qualification to 
ar. eminent degroe, or a curiosity in 
satinblo onough to auswor the same pur- 
poso, tbo attempt should not be made. 
It was a still, quiet day, and tho waters 
comparatively placid, so we got along 
pretty well in tho passage ; but, taken 
at best, the undertaking is a perilous 
one. The second cave is called Port- 
corn, ami is Home ihrco hundred feot 
long and Mziy in height. It also has 
its echo, hut not so perfect or loud as 
that ofDutikerry. I was charmed with 
everything conneoted with this wonder- 
ful nutu' al cqriosity, and in common 
with all who visit it, came away filled 
with wonder ot its magniljcenco Upon 
this excursion 1 spout one day uud night, 
returning tho next day to this city. 1 
can but rooord my testimony to the re- 
putation Ireland's people alrendy bear for 
open-hearted genoiosity and genuino 
hospitality. No matter how humble or 
how grand his home, huw m.e«gro or 
luxurious his fury, the stranger i» made 
alike heartily welcome by g the true son 
uf Erin.

The Governor at New Westminster. 



It ia already known that his Excellency 
Governor Musgrave arrivud at New West- 
minster on Tuesday last, where, as might 
■well ba supposed, he reooived a vory hearty 
welcome. The address presented to bia 
Excellenoy by the Muniolpsl Council we 
published yesterday, io another column 
will be foaad his Excellency's reply to it, 
as well as the Fireman' a address and the 
Governor's reply thereto. We may be per- 
mitted to remark that the addresses are 
everyway oreditable to the community, and 
that the replies they drew forth cannot but 
have proved gratifying and satisfactory to 
ttte loyal people ot New Westuiinstsr. The 
allusion to the groat question of Confedera- 
tion in the civic address is graoeful, and in- 
dicative ol the settled faith of that ooramu. 
nity upon the subject. His Excelleooy lodged 
at the old ''GoTarnment Huuie," where he 
was serenaded in the evening, aud received 
th*e varions deputations which sought an audi- 
enoo on the next and tutuequent days.

Hospital, the Public Institute and Rreading- 
room, the Central School, the Post Office, 
.Assay Office, Goal, and other public ioBti- 
tniioos. On Thursday His Excellency and 
Buito went over to Buiraid Inlet, and visit- 
ed the Mills, and Mr. Rogers' spar i od log- 
ing camp. On arriving at the Inlet the 
Governor and party partook ot breakfast at 
tbe flasiiogs Hotel. Embarking on the str. 
Leviathan they proceeded to the 13. C. cfc V. I, 
Mills, where His Excellency met with a grand 
reception amidst tie firing of a Vice-Royal 
■ aluie and the fluttering of b proluse sup- 
ply of bunting, the establishment having 
been gaily decorated for the occasion. Capt. 
Raymour, the local Manager, showed the 
party through the establishment and works 
with all of whioh his Exaellenoy appeared 
greatly pleased. Reembarkiog and rounding 
tbo promontory the paity proceeded to the 
Bpar establishment ol Mr. Jeremiah Rogers, 
on English Bay, with the lumber slides and 
works of which the Governor was muoh 
pleased. Returning, and crossing over to 
Messrs. S. P. Moody & Oo.'s Mills, the 
Governor was here agaio received with a 
salute, and considerable display.

1 will 
not permit myself to doubt that with a dike 
good understanding, and the same support 
uod confidonoe whioh has been uOorded to 
me elsewhere, we, too, may achieve some 
improvement in the affairs of a noble coun- 
try of whioh tho natural advantages are so 
great as th' ee of this onited colony. 

It is my personal opinion that British in- 
tertst would be consolidated aud perpetuated 
by the union ol all the British provinces 
in North America, and I willingly would 
aid in bringing about euch a result ; but my 
acqauintance with the affairs ol ibu colony 
is yet too limited for me to pretend to know 
what practical difficulties may be io tbe way 
of accomplishing such a design. You may 
however be assured that the subject will ob- 
tain ray most oareful attention. 

If, during my residence amoog you, I 
should ba succesBlul io promoting tbe interests 
ot the colony as 1 earnestly do.-iro to do, 
the period will certainly be among tbe bap» 
pieet of my life ; and it commences most 
pleasantly with tbe kind' welcome which 
has been tendered to my family and my- 
self. ..
